AUSTRALIAN SHIPPING CASE. 

With regard to the important oase heard in 
the Arbitration Court at Sydney between the 
Merchant -Service- Guild of Australasia ae 
claimants and the Commonwealth Steamehi 
Owners’ Assotiation ae respondenta, the parti- 
culars of the judgment of Mr. Justios O'Connor 
have. now .been placed in the hands of the 
Imperial Merchant Service Guild’ and from it 
itappears that substantial improvements havo 
been gained by the claimants. “Mr. Justice 
O'Conner declined to recogniso the claim that 
sgreamenta should be in writing and should be 
terminated by three months’ notice on eithert 
ride: Whis he said was eutirely novel and 
altogethor inapplicable to a sonfaring employ~ 
mont and inconsistent with discipline and 
sontrol, AJso he did nat allow exira romupera- 
tion for masters acting as-pilots, but directed 
that the shipowners should recoup the masters 
for their expaneoa in thia connection, Neither 
did Mr. Justice O'Connor allow poyment for 
overtime for officora, etating that the true 
remedy for cases in which officers remained 
on duty for very long. ‘periods was to 
prevent unduly long hours on duty, not to 
counteract their effect by-extra payment. In 
stating that the rates paid on respondents’ 
steamera wore much higher than the rates paid 
on, ordinary British steamers, Mr. Justice 
O'Connor paid that with the exception of chief 
offteark’ pay on Jarger ships, the officers’ pay 
i generally was very fair remuveration, but the 
masters” pay waa not, Ha had come to the con- 
olasion that that the pay of masters and chief 
officers in certain cases was mot fair and 
rogsonable, and it became hia duty to fix what 
he considered fair and reasonable rates, He 
considercd that the rates claimed by the Mer.

end large x4 candles lighted through. 
out tho evening, Exactly st twelve mid- 
night, crackers sre lat off abundantly 
to welcome another link of timo, and the cela- 
bration of the festival then commences briskly. 
Until 5 white man has hoard a Chinese Now Year 
be can never pay he has hoard Chinese erackers, 

At about four in tho morning a sacrifice to 
heaven and earth, called "presenting rica, on 
New Year's Doy,” ia mado. On this auspicions 
day Chinese womeu do uot comb their hair nor 
the men shave their honda. Floors are not allowed | 
to be swept, or even a broom to be used, because 
if one shoald unwittingly do 20 the New Year 
would, according to Chinese belief, bring bim 
nothing bat ill-iack.

TOROGANNING TRAGEDY. 


OFFICER OF SHERWCOD FORESTERS KILLED 
AT BT, MORITZ, 


A. brief telegram, dated London, January 


“20th, “abnonnees that Captain “H, Singleton 


Pennell, \.C.,of the Nolts and Derby Regi- 
ment (Sherwood Foresters), had. been killed 
while toboganning at St. Morilz. 

Captain Prnnell] served with the Jet Bat- 
folion of his Regiment in Hongkong and 
Gingapore, bat wax appointed in Jane, 1905, 
Staff Captain to Major Gencral E. 0, Bay, 
C.B., Royal Artillery, in charge of the Ad- 
ministrative ‘echnical and Departmental 
Staff at Salisbury in the Southern Command. 
Hehad gradasted ot the Staff College, ond 
being keen on his work, be was expected to 
go forin his profession, He wos one of the 
senior captains in his Regiment, and dis- 
tinguithed bimself so much in abard fgbting 
Jot in the Sonth African” war as to win that 
coveted decoration, the Viotoria Cross. 

The deceased officer, whose death will. be 
deoply regretted by his brother-officerr, served 
in the campaign on the North West Frontier 
of ludia under Sir William Lockhart in 1897-98 
wih the Tirsh Expeditionary: Force with the 
Qnd Battalion. Sherwood Foresters, and was 
present at tho storming of the Dargai Heights 
(mentioned in despatches), at the ospiare 
of the Sampagha and Arhanga Passer, and in 
the operations in the Khanki, Mosturo, Waren, 
and Bazar Valleys (V..C., medal with two 
clasps); waa awarded tho Victocin Cross for the 
following-act —“ This officer, during the attack 
onthe Dargai heights on Ootober 20th when Cap- 
tain W. E. G. Smith, Sherwood Foresters, was 
strack down, rau 10 his assistance and made tro 
distinct attempts under a perfect bail of bullets 
to carry aul drag him back to cover, end only 
desisted when be found that he was dead"; 
served in the South African war in 1899-190u 
with the West Yorkshire Regiment,.aud took 
part in the operations in Natal in 1899; the 
reliof of Ladysmith, including the action at 
Colenso; the operations of January 17th to 24th, 
1900, and tho ection at Spion Kop ; of February 
5th to 7th, 1900 and the action at Vaal Krauts; 
on Tugela heights and the action at Pieter’s Gill 
—wounded ; in Natal, March to June, EXO, and 
the action at Laing’s Nek, and in the Transvaal, 
East and West of Pretoris, July to November 
Wth, 1900 (twice mentioned in despatehes 
modal with five clasps).—Stratis Times,

“Ul in the middie of organised work cur 
minds are awitched off to something that is not 
organised activity, we feel refreshed, and nature 
rewards the:fiushing out’of our activities into 
how arene of feoling with a senso of mirth, 
which we call humour, 

. "For instanrs, if we wateh a mao driving a 


calf down s Jaye, that is organised work, nad if |. 


we continue watching it wo feoltired, But if 
the calf.snddenly upsets the man in a puddle, 
that is not work: it is disorganised activity, 
It causes a flush of new aotivity ia the mind, 


and naturesays, ‘ Woll done ; glad to have thoee 
new activities.” Taat's hamotr," 

The profowsor gave mony samples of child 
humour selected from 2,700 answers written by 
children to the question ; “ What. ia the most 
langhable thing you have sean or heard P” 

“T road @ story wheres man mixed sawdust 
with the food be gave his chickens, for an 
experiment," wrote s boy. ‘Afters while the 
ben hatched four eggs. Threo turned ont 
chickens with wooden legs, and the fourth was. 
a wondpeckor. ” 

Another told: a story of s man who bet 
acother £2 he conld not drink a gallon of beer, 
“Wait a bit and I'll toll you whether I'll take 
tha bet,’ snidthe man, @ wontaray, and on 
retarzing took the bot and drank tha.gallon, “I. 
didn’t think you could doit, ’ raid the mau who 
offered the het. ‘Nor did 7,” said the other, ‘until 
“T'Rad been down to Bill's salo bo andtried it

they cannot be turned aside to these flushings 
of energy, and Lereby gain refreshment," esid 
the profesor, and he suggested Lord Kitchener 
and the’Iste Mr. Russell Sage as instances.

Tho Hongkong correspondent of tha N.-0./, 
Daily News sends tho following readable sum-
